From  September  1924  through  April  1926,  Emma  Goldman  lived  in  exile 
in  England  where  she  hoped  to  revive  her  career  as  a  writer  and  lecturer.  Upon 
her  arrival  in  London,  she  received  an  enthusiastic  welcome  from  Labourites, 
Socialists,  and  other  British  luminaries.  At  a  large  reception  sponsored  by 
Bertrand  Russell,  Rebecca  West,  and  Edward  Carpenter  in  November  1924, 
Goldman  made  her  debut  in  left-wing  English  society.  British  fascination  with 
Goldman,  however,  soon  cooled  as  she  tenaciously  pursued  her  anti-Bolshevik 
work.  While  her  stand  on  the  Soviet  Union  alienated  much  of  the  British  left, 
Goldman  refused  to  collaborate  with  right-wing  elements  who  shared  her 
anti-Bolshevik  sentiments.  As  Goldman  described  it,  she  was  perpetually 
"caught  between  two  fires." 

The  Russian  controversy  dominates  the  correspondence  during  these  years 
(see  especially  the  letters  from  Goldman  to  Bertrand  Russell,  February  9^ 
1925,  and  John  Turner,  May  1,  1925).  Her  staunch  anti-Sovietism  also  caused 
a  growing  rift  between  Goldman  and  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  co- 
founder  Roger  Baldwin.  Working  on  behalf  of  Soviet  political  prisoners, 
Baldwin  solicited  Goldman  and  Alexander  Berkman  to  help  in  compiling 
documentation  for  Letters  from  Russian  Prisons  in  1925.  Goldman's  blanket 
condemnation  of  the  Soviet  state,  however,  troubled  Baldwin  who  limited  his 
criticism  to  civil  rights  issues  (see  letter  to  Baldwin,  April  20,  1925). 

By  1925,  Goldman  had  grown  frustrated  with  her  anti-Soviet  activity  which 
she  characterized  as  a  "disastrous  defeat."  Later  that  year,  she  developed  a 
series  of  drama  lectures  and  toured  the  country  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
British  Drama  League.  She  also  published  a  British  edition  oi  My  Two  Years

in  Russia  with  a  new  introduction  by  writer  and  friend  Rebecca  West.  On  the 
whole,  though,  her  attempts  to  earn  a  living  through  writing  and  speaking  were 
only  marginally  successful. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  British  passport,  in  June  1925  Goldman  married  James 
Colton,  a  Welsh  coal  miner  and  long-time  comrade.  This  paper  marriage  gave 
Goldman  citizenship  rights  which  allowed  her  to  travel  to  France  that  winter. 
After  returning  to  London  for  a  few  months,  Goldman  headed  back  to 
southern  France  where  she  joined  Alexander  Berkman  at  St.  Tropez  in  May 
1926.  She  did  not  visit  England  again  for  any  extensive  period  until  1933. 

Correspondents  in  these  reels  include:  her  life-long  anarchist  comrade 
Alexander  Berkman;  Goldman's  attorney  Harry  Weinberger;  historian 
Samuel  Eliot  Morison;  psychologist  Havelock  Ellis;  philosopher  Bertrand 
Russell;  and  British  writers  Frank  Harris  and  Rebecca  West.  During  these 
years,  Goldman  also  renewed  contact  with  her  ex-lover  Ben  Reitman.  Their 
correspondence  was  a*i  stormy  as  ever,  and  old  tensions  plagued  Reitman's  visit 
with  Goldman  in  1926  (see  letter  to  Reitman,  April  15,  1926).  Among  the 
notable  women  correspondents  are:  socialist  prison  reformer  Kate  Richards 
O'Hare;  American  feminist  and  radical  Agnes  Smedley;  and  French  author 
and  socialist  exile  Odette  Kuen.

if  I  sp-ere  not  so  sure  of  your  loyalty,  I  d»uld  feel  that  you  have  all  the 
reasons. in  the  world  to  denounce  your  friendship  for  me.  I  am  keenly  conscious 
that  I  hdve  shantfully  neglected  you  all  these  months-  I  have  not  even  thanked 
you  for  your  graciuos  hospitality  to  Don  Levine .  It  must  have  been  very  gen- 
erous indeed,  "because  Levine  raved  about  it  during  his  short  visit  to  this  city 
Every  day  he  would  tell  me  something  about  your  v/it  sind  Nellie's  charm*  V/e  did 
nothing  else  but  talk  about  you  and  your  vrotk  and  more  than  anything  else, 
about  your  fine  friendship.  I  must  apologize  for  not  writing  you  then,  but  I 
have  been  in  such  a  deplorable  state  of  mind  for  many  months  that  I  could 'nt 
possibly  bring  myself  together.  I  can  only  assure  you  that  you  are  ever  on  my 
nind,   indeed  much  more  so  since  I  am  in  England  than  before-  It  is  only  here 
that  I  have  realized  the  quality  of  your  friendship,  perhaps  because  I  have 
found  so  little  to  compare  with  it  in  this  country. 

I  have  been  here  eight  months  now  and  if  I  am  to  Judge  the  success  of  ray 
efforts  by  the  firends  I  have  made,   I  would  have  to  admit  a  disastrous  defeat* 
I  have  met  hundreds  of  people  but  not  one  outstanding  personality,  except 
Rebecca  '.Vest,  as  I  have  already  written  you,  and  I  not  met  one  single  English 
person  wiio  has  shown  enough  Y/armth  and  ordinary  humanity  to  evince  interest  in 
either  myself  or  ray  work.  Perhaps  I  do  not  know  how  to  reach  the  British  psy- 
chology; it  may  all  be  my  fault,  but  I  must  admit  that  1  have  failed  utter3^ 
in  unearthing  a  fev/  people  whom  I  v/ould  consider  it  v/orth  while  to  meet  again. 
Of  courRC,   I  have  met  a  few  human  beings  among  ray  own  comrades,  very  lovely 
T'ersonalities,  but  they  are  simple  folk  and  though  rich  in  sentiment  they  can 
do  very  little  to  help  me  gain  a  foothold  in  England  or  to  malce  my  stay  more 
interesting  and  v/orth  while.  The  struggles  of  these  eight  months  have  therefciB 
been  very  hai'd  and,   I  am  afraid  have  led  nowhere.  Ho  doubt,  you  will  ask,  why 
do  I  continue  here?  For  one  thing,  beacuse  I  have  no  other  place  to  go;  second 
I  have  no  ineaiis  \vith  which  to  travel  about,  and  last  but  not  least,  beaause  I 
can  never  Cive  up  anything  I  be^;in  unless  I  have  tested  its  possiMlities  to 
the  utnioot  3rid  I  do  feel  that  I  have  done  this  here  ::uf f iciently  to  £:ive  up. 
1.1  As  far  as  rnj''  v.^rk  about  the  Russian  situation  is  concerned  and  the  unfor- 
t'Linate  politicals  in  Russian  prisons,   I  think  I  have  done  quite  well,  consider 
Lng  the  tremendous  odds  against  me.

You  rrust  bear  in  mind  that  the  work 
en  Russia  stands  before  two  fires:  It  cannot  accept  support  from  the  Tories  a 
and  it  ie  denied  support  by  Labour-   In  fa.ct,   the  conspiracy  of  Labour  -against 
I;u33ia  v/as  a  ii.ost  appalling  thing  to  me,  not  that  I  was  ever  foolish  enough  to 
thirJc  that  those  v-ho  represent  Labour  are  more  soncere  or  honest  than  those  v/ 
v-ho  rexiresent  the  old  order  of  things,   I  have  been  too  long  in  the  social  move

Lly  book  has  had  extraordinary  reviews  and  in  the  very  fine  reviews  th 
tl'iat  are  now  appearing  about  Serkman's  book  "The  Eolshivik  r^th'\  my  nanie  is 
again  spoken  of  favourably,  liencken  goes  particularly  out  of  his  v/ay  in  praise 
of  E.G*  and  her  work.

life  end  the  necessity  of  finding  an  outlet  for  rny  unquenchable  thirst  for  new- 
efforts  and  experiences.  As  a  result,  I  have  a  plan  which  I  am  very  ajixious  to 
carry  out,  and  perhaps  you  can  help  me  in  this- 

Cne  of  the  proudest  boasts  of  the  Soviet  Government  is  its  achievements  for 
Che  child:  the  care,   education  and  advantages  it  has  created  for  the  children 
of  Russia.  But  like  all  its  other  boasts,  this  too,  rests  upon  a  lie.  The 
facts  is  that  there  are  700,000  destitute  children  in  Russia,  absolutely  torn 
frorn  their  parents  and  their  soil  and  set  adrift.  Like  flocks  of  birds,  they 
tva:m  from  place  to  place,   starved,  diseased  and  in  tatters.  There  is  enough 


material  in  the  Official  Bolshevik  press  out  of  which  to  mal^e  a  tremendous 
v^ork  if  compiled  and  presented  in  "book  form,  l^y  idea  ic  to  use  part  of  the 
material  for  advance  mimeographed  copies  of  some  50  to  75  pages;   send  these  o 
out  to  leading  men  and  vromen  in  every  country  for  their  endorsement  and  for 
material  support  for  the  publication  of  a  popular  edition  of  the  whole  v/ork. 
This  would  involve  from  two  to  three  months  of  diligent  application,  not  only 
on  my  part,  nut  also  on  the  part  of  a  competent  secretary  and  translator,  who 
v:ould  naturally  have  to  receive  a  decent  salary.  I  have  such  a  person  in  my 
dear  friend,  Virs  Zhook  with  v.^ora  I  am  nov/  living.  By  the  way,  just  to  show  you 
the  long  arm  of  Moscov/,   I  must  tell  you  that  l&ie  Zhook,  who  is  a  first  class 
translator  in  half  a  dozen  languages  and  who  held  a  position  with  the  Ukrain- 
ifm  Co-Operatives  Ltd.,  London,  T:as  dismissed  premtorily,  without  any  reason 
whatever,  after  a  whole  year's  satisfactory  service.  The  real  reason  hov/everj 
ic  not  far  to  seek.  liy  living  in  her  house  and  the  fact  that  the  British  Com- 
mittee meets  there    evidently  is  responsible  for  the  contemptible  action  of  t 
the  Moscow  authorities.  In  any  event  Ifime  Zhook  v;ould  be  just  the  person  to  co- 
operate with  me  in  this  work  about  the  destitute  children  in  Russia*  The  great 
drawback  ho\7ever,  is  -  lack  of  fxmds.  I  would  need  from  100  to  150  pounds  to 
enable  me  to  prepare  the  preliminary  copies.  I  have  v/ritten  to  a  few  friends 
in  America  and  I  may  get  some  of  this  amount  from  there.  I  wonder  if  you  could 
suggest  from  among  the  many  people  you  know,  who  are  likely  to  be  interested 
in  such  a  venture,  any  who  might  contribute  tov/ards  it?  Hot  such  people  as 
l.'.iss  Bhuster  or  Lady  V/arwick:  they  really  have  no  interestn,  der.r  Trcail:,  i^er- 
hups  they  did  in  their  youth,  but  noY/  they  are  too  much  concerned  with  them- 
selves. Tliere  are  not  a  great  many  people  who  grow  old  in  years  and  yet  retain 
the  vivid  imagination  and  generous  spirit  of  youth.  You  s/re  among  the  very 
rare  e::ccpt.ions,   thats  why  you  o.re  led  to  believe  that  some  of  your  friends 
have  the  ca^ne  quality.  Ani-^-ay,  will  you  v,Tite  me  at  your  earliest  convenience 
and  sai"  if  you  caji  sugge3t~;a  plan  iTheieby  I  could  raise  part  of  the  funds 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  idea«  This  would  help  to  create  not  only  .a  work 
of  universal  appela,  but  it  would  also  relieve  me  of  distressing  ^xxxjzietj  over 
the  sUiOrner.  I  know  you  will  help  if  you  ccn. 

I  have  already  mentioned  that  Berkman's  work  is  now  beia;_   reviewed:  he  is 
aending  you  a  copy  which,   I  hope,  you  will  take  the  time  to  read.  You  xe:ne::ber 
you  \7ere  distressed  yjid  busy  v;hen  I  let  you  have  the  mss.

I  wonder  if  you  can 
reviev/  it  for  some  piper  or  magazine  and  thus  help  give  the  book  publicity!

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TTothmg  had  come  out  to  /Europe  about  Russia  v;hich  could  be  taken  as  authen- 
tic You  forget  that  in  th'e  early  part  of  1920,  the  Bolsheviki  at  least  made 
some  pietense  at  reolutionary  activities.  Ther  v/ere  considerable  justification 
for  our  having  been  under  their  sway.  You  went  there  in  1925.  ITo  end  of  auth- 
entic data  has  come  out  adnce  our  arrival  and  you  therefore  loiev/  v/hat  the  ?/ord 
of  the  rulers  of  LIoscow  was  VAjrth.  If  then,  you  could  sign  such  an  obvious 
compilation  of  Governrnent  documents  as  the  Report  represents,  you  must  have 
either  been  under  the  sway  of  LIoscow  or  you  were  traditionally  bound  by  your 
Trade  Union  Alliance.  Hot?  else  is  one  to  explain  your  signature?  And  you  v/ere 
under  their  sway  much  more  than  you  realize.  The  T-Ioscow  Jesuits  know  how  to 
get  everybody  under  their  sway,  for  a  time  at  least,  and  it  was  during  this 
time  that  you  succombed  to  it- 

Do  you  thinlc  that  it  was  necessary  to  tell  me  of  the  misery  and  -ooverty  in 
England  and  in  other  countries'*  Do  I  not  know  them  and  have  I  not  fought  them?

In 
Russia,  the  mass  of  the  people  are  not  only  robbed  econorpically  but  they  are 
robbed  of  every  vestige  of  freedom  to  hear,   thinlc  or  spealc  and  this  makes  the 
conditions  there  a  thousand  times  more  appalling  and  needful  of  the  most  rigid 
condemnation.  l^raxThat  is  what  you  and  your  friends  in  the  Labour  movement 
fail  to  see.xxYtsYet  they  have  the  cheek  to  tell  the  world  that  the  Russians 
do  not  mi3s  liberty  as  much  as-  *we'do.  Did  anyone  ever  hear  of  such  contemTJt- 
ible  overbearance  and  conceit?  In  fact,  the  Russian  people  love  liberty  in- 
finitely more  intensely  than  the  Anglo-Sa^con  character  is  capable  of  loving 
They  conducted  two  great  revolutions  for  liberty,  and  what  about  their  count- 
less thousands  v^iio  faught  for  ne-.rly  a  hundred  years,  facing  prison  and  death 
wnth  a  s-ile?  Did  they  not  love  liberty';'   It  took  Ibsen  to  see  th.-t   'Russia  is 
the  only  country  where  people  still  Jove  liberty  enou[;;h  to  die  for  it^.  .\nd 
still,  heie  come  your  Trade  Union  friends  who  dare  offer  such  Lninsulh  tj  a 
whole  hsroic  people  by  charging  them  with  not  really  r:iinr;ing - .  .  Uhe  "co/nolete 
lack  of  political  freedom'  .  I  confess,  John,   I  cannot  bear  such  tiiin-  s  with 
equanimity.  It  is  too  much  for  me. 

I  am  not  afraid  that  I  will  ever  fall  into  the  error  of  Burke  who  lamented 
the  fate  of  Royalty.  Uy  position  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  till  the  end 
of  m;''  life,   the  position  of  the  revolutionist  against  the  encro>{achment  of  all 
political  adventurers  upon  the  Revolution.

The  British  CoHBittee  for  the  Def«no«  of  Political  Prisoners  in  Russia 
•hopes  that  you  may  find  yourself  interastsd  in  th«  following  brief  stato- 
■ant  of  its  activitiss  and  aiM. 

The  Coaaittee  is  a  voluntary  association  of  aen  and  woaen  who  con- 
sider, in  general,  that  i\  correct  knowledge  of  conditions  in  Russia  is  of 
the  first  iaportance  and  that,  in  particular,  the  treataent  aeted  out  to  her 
political  prisoners  calla  for  complete  exposure. 

The  Russian  Revolution  is.  probably,  the  most  important  event  on 
record  and  its  influence  on  international  thought  and  on  our  own  lives  and 
fortunes  is  beyond  conpute. 

This  Coaaittee  was  foraed  on  Nove^ar  17,  1924.    Its  funds  were  raised 

by  voluntary  contributions  of  its  aeabers,  and  their  assistance  in  its 
varied  activities  has  been  given  without  any  receipt  or  expectation  of 
financial  i  ward.    Up  to  date,  it  has  sent  out  acre  than  a  thousand  letters 
and  distributed  much  of  what  it  believes  to  be  reliable  literature.  The 
Cdmnittea  is  in  close  touch  with  siailar  organisations  in  Europe  and  Aaerica 
which  are  themselves  in  close  and  constant  touch  with  Russiam  affairs.  In 
this  connection,  we  call  special  attention  to  our  pamphlet,  entitled: 
"Russia  and  the  British  Labour  Delegation's  Report:  a  Reply."  just  issued, 
price  4d. — usual  trade  terms ^f or  quantities. 

Aaon^  the  Committee's  other  activities  aay  be  mentioned  the  organi- 
sation of  six  mas3  aaetings  in  various  parts  of  London,  while  in  the 
provinces  Emma  Goldman  has  lectured  on  behalf  of  the  Comaittee  in  Norwich. 
Northampton.  Leeds,  Uanchester.  Bristol,  and  at  a  number  of  towns  in  South 
Wiles.    Almost  everywhere  keen  interest  has  been  aroused. 

In  the  Committee's  opinion  much  good  has  been  accomplished  already, 
but  it  regards  itself  as  still  only  at  the  threshold  of  its  taisk.  An 
additional  lecturer  is  now  about  to  take  the  field,  and  a  wide  extension  of 
activities  is  contemplated.    Froa  the  Financial  Statement  sent  herewith  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  funds  at  the  Committee's  command  have  been  quite 
insignificant,  and  it  must  surely  be  conceded  tftat  with  these  llBited 
resources  it  has  accomplished  wonders.    With  larger  aeans  at  its  disposal 
the  Comiittee'd  activities  can  be  considerably  increased,  but  not  other- 
wise; the  hire  of  halls,  advertising,  correspondence,  fco.,  eat  up  money. 

lie  believe  you  will  recognise  this  as  being  good  work  and  will  appre- 
ciate the  value  or  ii sseminating  true  knowledge  respecting  Russia's  groat 
experiment  in  Socialism.    We  believe  also  that  the  appeal  to  huaanity  we  are 
making  on  behalf  of  her  political  prisoners  will  not  fall  upon  deaf  ears. 
We  sincerely  trust  that  you  will  show  your  practioal  syapathy  by  coming

You  ask  me  about  this  artiole  of  youisand  oall  on  me  to  tell  yoa 
the  truth.  Well,  the  first  six  pages  of  it  are  unintereeting  to  all 
eave  those  who  love  yoa.    If  yoa  wrote  the  first  six  pages  into  one 
short  one  and  added  on  it  the  last  three,  I  think  any  Editor  in  New 
York  would  take  it.     I  am  sure  J.C.  Squire  would  take  it  for  the 
London  Ueroury,  Just  as  my  friend  Uenokin  would  take  it  for  the 
American  iuleroary.

V.y  visit  has  given  me  a  few  Ideas  which  may  or 
may  not  lead  to  anylhlnc.

By  the  way,  Noel  Coward  has 
four  plays  runing  now.  But  that  proves  very  little.  Look  at 
the  "Farmers  Wife"  -*-t  is  a  perfectly  silly  play,  yet  it  has 
already  played  five  hundred  time  and  took  in  a  thousand 
pounds  in  one  week  in  some  provincial  theatre.  Is  there 
nothing  you  and  I  could  hit  upon  that  would  be  a  success?

Dsar  Miss  Goldman:- 

The  Olyzapio  mail  brought  me  your  letter  of  June  9th 
this  morning. 

Evidently  this  letter  and  one  whioh  I  sent  you  on 
June  4th  passed  at  sea  as  I  registered  my  letter  amd  I  am  sure 
you  will  rsoslTS  it. 

No,  you  did  not  load  me  with  too  much  work.    All  the 
material  you  asked  me  to  write  has  been  completed  and  I  sent  you 
about  sightssn  or  twenty  oopies  of  eaoh.     The  reason  it  took  me 
so  long  to  get  it  off  to  you  was  beoause  of  the  difficulty  in  de- 
vising a  method  of  making  a  sufficient  number  of  oopies.    I  fin- 
ally ssoursd  ths  use  of  a  machine  whioh  would  duplicate  about 
fifty  oopies  from  a  single  carbon  impression  and  that  is  how  I 
Was  able  to  get  so  many  copies  to  send  you,  in  addition  to  whioh 
I  haTS  retained  about  a  dozen  of  each  for  myself  in  oase  you  you 
want  any  further  oopies  sent  to  other  individuals. 

Tou  may  not  notice  it  but  I  see  a  distinct  tendency 
toward  greater  liberalism  woven  throughout  the  various  rsoent 
letters  I  havs  rsad  which  display,  perhaps,  an  unconsoious  wider 
viewpoint  than  I  ever  before  noticed  in  E.  G.    Truth  to  tell  I 
always  oonsidsred  you  a  nice  old  lady  possessed  of  an  extremely 
tyrannical  attitude.    1  am  glad  to  note  the  change. 

I  have  always  held  that  liberals  come  from  all  walks 
of  life  and  no  one  has  a  monoply  upon  freedom.    Perhaps,  I  never 
would  have  come  to  these  conclusions  had  it  not  been  for  my  ex- 
perience with  the  S.  P,  in  Sohenectady  aome  years  ago  upon  the 
oooasion  of  one  of  your  viaits. 
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Be  that  as  it  may,  I  think  all  experience  proTes 
that  the  beet  of  ideals  oome  from  the  intelleotuals  of  erery 
class  and  walk  of  life. 

I  am  glad  you  are  to  hear  the  debate  between  G, 
B.  S.  and  Hlllaire  Be  Hoc.     I  can  not  imagine  Belloo  coning  up 
to  Shaw's  standard  although  the  former  has  demonstrated  his 
mental  qualities  in  countless  ways  in  spite  of  his  continuous 
defense  of  Romanism.    The  affair  should  prove  very  interesting. 

You  sent  me  two  letters  of  yours  of  June  9,  neither 

one  of  which  is  addressed  to  anyone  in  particular.     The  three 
page  letter  mentions  Debbie  and  a  baby  by  the  name  of  Elsa-Olga. 
The  other  letter  Is  addressed  to  Bayard  who  is  apparently  in 
Hew  York. 

You  have  marked  each  of  these  letters  to  be  returned. 
Do  you  want  copies? 

I  must  abbreviate  this  note  again  leaving  until 
another  time  the  question  of  getting  into  more  intimate  corres- 
pondence on  subjects  closer  to  our  hearts. 

I  only  hope  that  your  material  situation  will  iov- 
prove  and  that  the  uncertainty  of  your  present  affairs  will  not 
unduly  worry  you  because  after  all  is  said  and  done,  though  your 
friends  in  America  may  be  few,  they  will  not  see  you  want  for 
bread.

My  dear  £min&: 

ThlB  is  an  inaufferably  hot  day,  about  the  worst  I 
oould  have  seleotel  to  undertake  to  write,  but  I  have  been  promising 
so  long  that  I  dislike  very  much  to  .let  this  opportunity  slip  by, 

I  don't  know  whether  to  envy  you  or  sympathize  with 
you.    As  I  recall  it,  St.  Johnawood  Road  is  a  cosy  little  settlement 
somewhere  between  Maida  Lane  and  Regents  Park.     On  my  second  trip  to 
sea,  an  accommodating  shipmate,  with  an  accent  thick  enough  to  require 
a  hammer  to  crack,  took  me  on  a  jaunt  up  to  the  Botanical  Gardens. 
That  was  in  1901  and  I  think  we  got  on  a  train  at  Baker  Street,  I 
have  Just  a  vague  recollection  of  some  historical  points  he  indicated 
because  at  the  time  they  had  very  little  meaning  to  me.     I  thlnJc  he 
told  me  that  George  iiiliot  once  lived  there  and  that  Tlasot,   the  great 
painter,  once  had  hia  studio  on  St.  Johnawood  Road.     Theae  recollections 
are  very  va^ue  because  at  the  time  I  waan* t  nearly  ao  interested  in  hia- 
torical  subjects  as  I  was  in  something  to  eat.     But  that  little  section 
where  you  are  now  living  with  your  good  friend  Mrs,  Zhook  must  be  the 
center  of  Bohemia  by  reason  of  your  august  presence.     And  so  I  envy  you. 

On  the  other  hand,    I  realize  how  bitter  your  loneliness 
has  been,  although  I  scarcely  think  I  can  appreciate  what  you  have  gone 
through  since  leaving  America.     I  am  frank  to  say  that  I  think  few  In- 
deed, could  have  withstood  such  an  ordeal  and  atill  retain  their  essen- 
tial selves,  older  in  years,  as  you  say,  but  still  possessed  with  the 
fiery  spirit  of  youth. 

Well,  Emma,  time  and  events  pass  by  with  great  rapidity, 
and  I  suppose  it  has  frequently  occurred  to  you  the  purpose  of  all  this 
storm  and  stress.     I  know  it  often  has  oc  :urred  to  me  and  has  produced 
the  effect  of  making  me  very  cynical.     I  am  not  out  to  save  the  world 
by  a  long  shot,  neither  eun  I  interested  in  harking  back  v  narod.  Dumb 
humanity  will  persist  in  spite  of  the  pains  their  institutions  inflict. 

It  aeems  to  me  that  we  are  about  at  the  cross-roads, 
either  this  thing  we  call  Civilization  must  go  on  or  go  out.     If  it  is 
worth  preserving,  liberty  must  be  destroyed.     If  it  is  to  perish,  free- 
dom may  come  into  being  -  but  what  then.*    Shall  the  victors  go  the  way 
of  the  Greeks,  or  is  a  new  tyranny  to  be  set  up  akin  to  that  in  Russia? 

Perhaps  you  are  more  tolerant  now  than  you  used  to  be 
to  the  idea  that  unemployment  is  one  of  the  vital  questions  of  all  the 
western  issues  orying  out  for  solution.     You  have  felt  the  pinch  of  the 
bread  and  butter  question  close  to  your  vitals,  and  there  is  nothing 
quite  so  eloquent  as  experience. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  solution  of  the  unemployment 
problem  will  settle  only  the  baser  of  material  questions.

TThat  is  f.oinp,  on  In   th*e  v.'orld  I  do  not  know.     I  do  an*^ 
think  aothinti  but  iny  'K>uk,     '-lut-n  I  rtijul  political  or  other  thlnrs 
I  gat  very  excited  and  so  avoid  them  until  my  book  la  finished. 
My  health  is  good  exoapt  that  I  am  waary.    But  of  that  1  told 

'  you. 

I  am  not  surprised  that  Bakar  never  did  come  to  see  you. 
Ha  has  been  under  analysis  the  last  year  and  is  about  finishad 
now.     He  went  to  London  daily  a^d  then  cauGht  a  train  back 
Juat  in  time.     He  save  up  all  social  things  of  every  kind  in 
a  mad  attempt  to  m4ke  up  in  his  work  all  that  he  has  failed  to 
do  in  the  'five  years  he  has  spent  in  Oxford?     The  analysis  no 
brouGht  him  faea  to  face  wltJh  hlioaelf  and  life  that  he  has  worked 
like  an  anlmaL  this  year  and  has  tried  to  do  everything;.  He 
wrote  me  that  it  was  vary  difficult.     He  studied  on  the  train 
and  then  rushed  back  to  lectures.     He  went  nowhere  and  did 
little  else  but  work.     T  gave  letters  to  friends  goJLnp;  to  Enr,land 
to  aM  him  but  ha  never  had  the  time.  Ha  did  not  even  have  time 
to  see  Madame-  Durlaux  this  time.     The  last  letter  I  have  from 
him  tells  me  that  he  1"  not  at  b.11  well.     T  think  he  has  done  too 
much.     He  has  spent  this  year  in  takl*icr  i^nother  degree  and  is.  lust 
now  in  the  midst  of  his  final  eyaminatlons.

the  Berliner  Tageblatt  carried  an  article  ^IJ^^^'^y^y 
she  told  what  a.  very  wonderful  Intellect,  what  a  ^^^1*^^ 
personality  her  husband  Stang.eland  wa'^    how  he  had  been 
in  Anerioan  diplomatic  servloe  before  the  War  and  ^as/^ow 
a  Prof^nsor  in  Berlin  University.

I  live  In  the  home  of  a  woman  who  has  %teo  Illegitimate 
Children,  and  she  is  so  miserably  poor  and  I  seem  rich  In 
comparison.        ^hen  T  see  parades  of  Communis ts  through  the 
streets  demonstrating  a'3;a-lns*t  the  '^pman  Princes.     T  stand  and 
look  at  their  clothing,  at  the  women  bare  of  head,  with  hard 
hands,  at  many  of  them  half  blind  or  one  hand  gone,  and  then  I 
have  nothing  more  to  say*     Fifty  dollars  is  very    very  rauidi. 
They  do  not  have  so  much.     So  I  do  not  ppend  as  I  might 
otherwise,  and  then  I  always  try  to  buy  fruit  for  the  children 
in  the  house  each  day.     They  do  not  have  enough  to  eat,  and 
sometimes  I  am  depressed  deeply  and  do  not  feel  like  eating 
at  all.    It  is  awful  to  hear  children  crying  Cor  food  and  to 
have  nothing  to  give  them.     Food  tastes  like  poison' in  such 
oases.     Then  I  see  Chatto  ragged  and  sick  and  I  want  to  hang 
myself  to  esoape  It  all. 

Tell  Sasha  I  have  changed  the  title  of  my  brok,  "The 
Outcast*  he  chose  for  me  has  been  used  so  often  that  I  hhanged 
it,     I  have  called  it  *The  Struggle  of  Earth*,     And  dedicated 
it  to  the  working  class.

Dear  Roger, 

I  am  In  this  oity  to  deliver  a  seriea  of  lectures  on 
the  Bussian  Drama,  and  while  I  have  a  free  hour  I  want  to  pay  ray  debt  to  you. 
Or  have  you  forgotten  that  I  owe  you  a  letter  in  reply  to  yours  of  months  agoY 
I  wish  I  had  the  letter  with  me  hero.    Unfortunately  I  left  it  behind.  How- 
ever, I  remember  enough  of  the  contents  to  be  a^le  to  answer  one  or  two  things^ 
First  of  all  I  wish  to  express       hearty  hope  that  you  havo  not  charged  mo  with 
anger  because  of  your  refusal  to  assist  xno  in  compiling  the  work  on  the  Russian 
destitute  children.    Indeed  I  could  not  be  angry  with  you  even  if  I  HAD  cause. 
I  Imow  how  intensely  sincere  you  are,  therefore  oould  not  blame  you  for  refus- 
ing to  do  anything  that  you  do  not  believe  in.    I  may  not  agree  with  your  loglo, 
but  I  agree  with  and  admire  your  sincerity. 

I  think  I  have  written  you  some  time  ago  that  I  consider  your 
position  in  regard  to  Russia  untenstble.    You  continue  to  see  in  the  experiment 
Of  the  Bolsheviki  a  great  social  experiment  which  will  ultinately  serve  Russia 
and  the  Russian  people.    You  and  a  number  of  your  friends  seem  unable  to  real- 
ize that  the  Bolshevik  experiment  has  as  a  matter  of  fact  retarded  the  chances 
of  the  Russian  people  towards  a  real  social  experiment  on  the  score  conceived 
by  them  when  they  made  the  Revolution.    Another  thing  of  vaster  scope  and  deep- 
er importance  is  that  the  Russian  regime  has  retarded  the  social  revolution  in 
other  countries  for  many  years  to  come.    It  has  undermined  the  gains  so  pain- 
fully made  by  labour  during  the  last  fifty  years,  has  spread  the  poison  of 
distrust  among  the  workers  themselves  and  has  strengthened  reaction  everywhere. 
One  of  the  strikinr,  examples  of  this  truism  is  the  position  of  Uussolini.  in- 
variably he  meets  the  attacks  upon  him  by  statements  that  he  is  after  all  usxng 
the  methods  and  tactics  of  the  Bolsheviki—  and  he  is  right.    Never  would  he 
have  gotten  the  support  of  the  mass  of  the  Italian  people,  if  he  had  not  mes- 
merized them  into  believing  that  he  is  repeating  the  Russian  experiment  xn 
their  bohalf .     In  justice  to  this  reactionary  we  must  admit  that  there  is  very 
little  difference  between  his  methods  and  the  ones  continued  in  Russia  by  the 
Comiminists,  the  only  difference  being  that  the  one  is  black  and  the  other  is 
red.    Fundamentally  hov/ovor  the  effect  of  the  dictatorship  means  the  complete 
mental  and  spiritual  paralysis  of  the  people.    But  as  I  said,  you  and  your 
friends  are  willing  to  close  your  eyes  to  many  evils  directly  emanating  frogi 
the  dictatorship  in  Russia  (for  instance  the  appalling  state  of  the  ohildrenU 
which  you  would  all  condemn  as  bad  in  every  other  country.    V.liy  it  s^^ould  be 
rirht  or  excusable  for  thousands  of  children  to  be  destitute,  infected  with 
venereal  diseases,  addicted  to  alcoholism,  dope  and  prostitution,  ^^^^^^^^^..^^/^ 
in  %iS8ia  and  wty  it  should  be  wrong  for  the  same  thing  to  happen  in  the  united 
States,  Great  Britain  or  Italy,  is  beyond  my  conception.    But  then,  being  a 
n»re  woman,  I  am  perhaps  lacking  in  penetration  or  logic  which  are  supposed  to 
be  the  heritage  of  your  sex.    Hovfever.  there  is  no  sense  in  oojLtinuing.  wr  dls-^ 
cussion  in  re  Russia.    lYe  are  approachIH^;^;i^Jept_f rem  a  different  angXe 
aird"^st  therefore3^i^5^girrel^r^cluBionp.

Hoirorar*  I  did  not  begin  ny  lotter  to  write  you  a  lot  of  pleas- 
antries.   I  DO  want  to  write  you  about  something  else.    You  vrill  bo  surprised 
to  hear,  and  perhaps  also  onwsod,  that  I  am  the  guest  of  a  minister.    Not  only 
that.     I  spoke  at  his  churoh  last  Sunday  on  raodom  education.    Also  ho  is  pre- 
siding at  the  series  of  lectures  I  am  delivering  here.    But  then,  this  minister 
is  unlike  most  ministers  X  have  met.    lie  has  established  the  freest  platform  in 
England  in  his  church  whose  minister  he  has  been  for  fourteen  years  and  he  has 
actually  succeeded  in  getting  his  followers  to  accept  suoh  eminently  Christian 
gentlemen  as  their  Stuaday  f ood  as  V.alt  ATiitman,  Goethe,  Dostoieff slty,  Emerson, 
Kropotkin  and  many  others.    This  good  man's  name  is  Dr.  G.  F.  Beckh,  an  Ameri- 
can, if  you  please.     Of  course,  you  will  tell  roe  that  we  have  suoh  ministers  in 
the  ^nitod  States.    Norman  Thomas,  Stiokney  Grant  and  iiaynes  Holmes  and  a  few 
othora.    That  is  true.    But  in  GENERAL  culture,  tromondous  knowledge  and  large 
social  Tiaion  I  do  not  believe  the  abovo  can  compare  with  Dr.  Beokh.  Besides 
having  had  a  thorough  education  at  Marburg  and  Oxford,  the  importance  of  the 
man  is  in  his  ovm  original  bent  tovrard  knowledge  and  his  is  an  TOTRAJJC-IELLED 
spirit  of  freedom  and  human  brotherhood.    He  would  be  a  tremendous  foroe  in  the 
United  States,  while  here  he  is  oomparatively  confined  to  a  provincial  town  and 
limited  by  a  pulpit,  though  as  I  say  he  has  suooeeded  in  making  It  the  most  llb^ 
ertarian  in  England. 

I  am  writing  you  all  this  dear  Roger  because  Dr.  Beckh  contemp- 
lates returning  to  America.    He  is  resolved  to  leave  the  Church  altogether  and 
devote  himself  to  lecture-^Tork  along  humanitarian  lines,  secular  and  artistic 
and  literary  subjects  being  his  forte.    He  is  tremendously  equipped  for  It  by 
his  training  and  oratorical  ability  and  I  believe  would  meet  with  great  suocess 
in  "ny  country."    I  want  you  to  help  Dr.  Beckh.    By  this  I  mean  I  want  you  to 
get  him  in  touch  with  the  Civil  Liberty  League  and  other  Liberal  groups  repres- 
ented by  Norman  Thomas  and  the  rest. 

If  for  no  other  reason  Dr.  Beckh  has  a  claim  on  the  solidarity 
and  cooperation  of  AmeriGan  Liberals  because  he  has  made  a  heroic  stand  in  the 
war.    He  was  more  handicapped  than  most  people  because  his  wife  is  a  German.  He 
was  therefore  attacked  on  all  sides,  lost  the  support  of  a  large  part  of  his 
congregation  and  while  he  was  spared  actual  imprisonment  he  was  harrassed  and  in 
a  very  precarious  position  for  a  long  time.     It  speaks  not  a  little  to  his  cred- 
it that  he  won  back  his  congregation  not  by  any  compromise  on  his  part,  but  by 
shoer  superior  ability  and  his  fine  spirit.    But  as  I  said,  his  field  Is  limited 
here*    America  is  where  he  should  be.    I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  reaction  which 
la  running 'riot  in  our  blessed  country.    But  that  is  precisely  the  reason  why  I 
am  so  keen  on  seeing  ray  dear  friend  and  his  sweet  little  wife  and  daughter 
there.    After  all.  Dr.  Beokh  is  not  as  stigmatised  as  you  and  I.    He  is  not 
branded  as  an  "anarchist"  though  he  is  a  far  better  one  than  many  who  have  sewn 
the  label  of  anarchism  in  the  inside  of  their  coat.    He  does  belong  to  the  In- 
dependent Labour  Party  because  it  is  the  only  organization  in  this  country 
which  at  least  makes  for  Liberalism.    He  is  an  American.    His  father  was  bom 
there.    His  grandfather,  who  was  a  forty  eighter  and  had  participated  in  the 
German  Revolution  at  that  time,  emigrated  to  America  and  settled  in  California. 
His  father  was  born  there  and  so  was  Dr.  Beckh.    You  see  that  he  has  forestalled 
the  possibility  of  the  Dept.  of  Justice  to  get  at  him.    That  does  not  mean  that 
they  may  not  attempt  to  do  so  after  he  become e  known  in  the  States.    But  I  haw 
all  the  faith  in  the  world  in  Doctor  Beokh  to  give  them  a  run  for  their  money. 
Besides,  he  has  such  skill  and  oharm  as  a  speator  that  it  will  take  the  dull 
ainda  of  the  Dept.  of  Juetioe  a  long  time  to  realiso  what  he  is  about.

V/hat  will  happen  then,  in  the  new  year,  I  do  not  know  and  I  have  stopped  wcrry^ 
ing  about  it.    I  do  hope  to  be  able  to  go  over  to  France  for  the  holidays  to 
visit  Frank  Harris  and  his  wife. 

Well,  dear  Roger,  I  have  written  enough  about  myself.    V^ont  you 
sit  down  and  write  mo  about  YOURSELF,  about  your  work  «ind  your  plans,  if  you 
have  any.    Aren't  you  going  to  come  over  and  pay  me  a  visit?    I  should  love 
t}mt  awfully  well,  a  personal  talk  would  be  so  much  more  satisfactory  than  ex- 
changing thoughts  on  paper.    Do  come.    Act  as  I^ohammed,  since  the  mountain  can- 
not come  to  you*    Meanwhile,  be  a  better  Christian  than  I  am,  reward  erll  with 
goodf  do  not  keep  me  waiting  as  long  as  I  kept  you.    Vfrlte  scon.

left  there.      The  reply  v/hich  \ms  lon^  sind  v/ordy,  made  the  following 
points: 

The  stiidents  who  v/roto  this  protest  are  ^ilty  of  either 
i^oraace  or  lavrentkeaanly  conduct  for  having  placed  a  notice  on  the 
notice-board  without  c^^tinj  "the  permission  of  some  member  of  the  OTC 
(This  is  a  custom  v;o  did  not  ioiow). 

2,  If  this  be  hypodrisy,  he  (tho  offioer)  4*  offers  as  eri- 
dence  the  life  of  General  Si.rats,  who  is  not  only  a  great  general,  but 
a  {jreat  peaceful  statesmen,  and  the  ^-eaceful  Union  of  South  Africa  is 
the  result  of  his  efforts . 

If  by  "riothods"  we  mean  the  advertising  of  the  OTC  by 
tho  words  of  etatoamen  and  ixttriots.  oup  criticism  is  in  rain. 

As  you  see,  lie  threv/  up  a  smoke  screen,  without  toucMng  the 
main  point.    Eov/eror  v/e  wore  afraid  that  some  of  th6  Tories  who  had 
signed  our  protest  would  relent  under  such  an  attack,  but  v/onder  of 
wonders  it  only  stiffened  their  resistance.    V/here  they  were  only 
lukev»rra  at  first,  not  they  hare  been  thinking  up  all  tho  argunenti 
they  know  a^jainst  militarism  ?      Even  the  fact  that  some  of  the  under- 
graduates have  scrawled  lioscov.'ites  iacross  the  names  on  our  protest 
does  not  deter  the.m  J    But  best  of  all  is  that  unsolicited  by  us,  and 
in  face  of  all  the  critieism,  T  S  N  more  students  have  added  their 
names  to  the  protest  \l    The  corxiandin;;  officer  does  not  mind,  ba- 
oaufle  he  believes  that  the  interest  it  has  attracted  (v/hioh  is  enor- 
mooa)  will  hAlp  recruitinj;  but  v;o  feel  that  after  such  a  protest  ba 
will  got  no  one  but  fascists  anyway. 

V/e  also  added  a  note  to  explain  why  v/e  defaced  the  poster.

Dear  Friend, 


Your  letter  -was  a  great  aurprise  tp  me.    I  confess 
that  I  had  placed  you  among  many  others  once  lay  friends  who  hare  forgotten  iqy 
existence.    I  have  enough  love  of  individiial  freedom  I  hope  to  realise  that 
people  must  do  as  thoy  think  rif^ht.     But  I  cannot  say  that  it  was  pleasant  to 
find  a  number  of  people  who  were  always  friendly  to  me  turn  into  bitter  enemies 
because  of       stand  on  Russia.     I  am  very  glad  indeed  that  you  are  not  among 
them.    But  Rose  Pastor  Stokes  is.    So  rauoh  so  that  she  presided  at  a  meeting 
arranged  by  the  Communists  of  New  York  and  suggested  that  I  be  burned  in  effigy. 
To  me  such  blind  fanaticism  is  a  sign  of  lack  of  individual  thinking,  not  to 
speak  of  lack  of  humanity.    Of  course  this  ridiculous  procedure  only  amused  me. 
But  it  is  one  of  the  many  proofs  for  the  gangrene  which  the  Bolshevik  super- 
stition has  been  spreading  since  it  was  foisted  upon  the  world-    Unless  you  can 
follow  blindly  everything  done  by  Hosoo?/-  you  stand  condemned  in  the  eyes  of 
suoh  bigots  as  Hose  Pastor  Stokes  and  her  comrades.    All  these  years  since  she 
first  entered  the  radlcul  ranks  have  not  taught  her  that  there  may  be  sincerity 
even  among  her  enemies,  and  that  no  matter  how  much  we  are  opposed  to  them,  we 
still  must  learn  to  respect  sincerity  wherever  we  find  it. 

However,  that  need  not  lead  you  to  believe  that  I  am  not  feeling 
with  Rose  Pastor  Stokes  in  her  dosiestio  tragedy.    I  must  say  the  separation  did 
not  come  as  a  surprise  to  me.    I  often  wondered  how  Rose  could  live  side  by  side 
with  Stokes  who  vms  such  a  lifeless  and  bloodless  creature.    But  then,  she  will 
probably  suffer  less  since  her  separation  than  if  she  had  continued  to  live  a 
life  which  gave  her  nothing  but  pain.    I  am  glad  that  she  had  the  courage  to  go 
and  live  her  own  life  in  her  ovm  way. 

Yes,  indeed  I  remaraber  that  V^hitman-dinner  you  write  about  and 
many  other  V.liitraan  dinners.     I  cannot  tell  you  how  much  I  have  missed  the  sweet 
comradeship  demonstrated  at  all  suoh  gatherings.    The  dear  friends  like  Traubel, 
yourself,  Leonard  Abbott  and  many  others.    V/hile  in  Russia  I  was  in  the  throes 
of  the  appalling  surrounding  me  evory\There.    Since  I  am  in  England  I  find  it 
most  difficult  to  reaoh  people.    The  English  are  so  self-contained  and  lack  the 
way  of  giving  out  of  themselves,  even  if  they  feel  deeply.    But  of  course  one 
meets  beautiful  people  every\vhere,  thot^h  not  as  many  as  one  would  like.  Among 
the  few  I  have  met  is  an  American  who  has  lived  many  years  in  this  ooimtry.  I 
am  enclosing  a  copy  of  ^  letter  to  Roger  Baldwin  which  contains  a  description 
of  Dr.  Beckh,  the  American  friend  I  have  made  in  this  country.    lie  and  his  wife 
and  little  girl  are  beautiful  people  eind  are  helping  me  considerably  to  bear 
the  void  of  ay  London  life. 

I  am  enclosing  a  report  of  zty  lecture  on  the  Russicui  theatre  In 
Birmingham,  when  I  get  back  to  London  I  will  send  you  some  other  things.  You 
ask  for  articles  that  may  be  published.    V^Tiat  articles  do  you  have  in  mind  and 
v/ho  IS  going  to  publish  them?    I  ask  because  I  have  tried  repeatedly  to  plaoe 
some  of  my  stuff  in  American  magazines  and  have  failed  so  far.    I  have  an 
article  on  Ansrioa  by  oomparison,  whi<^  was  ordered  by  Collier's  and  not  aooept> 
ed.    iLlso  an  article  on  exporlaental  eduoation  in  Oenaany  and  artioles  on  mny 
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Russian  phases.    I  will  send  you  copios  when  I  get  to  London.    Perhaps  you  will 
have  better  luck  in  placing  them  than  I.    I  vould  be  happy  if  I  could  earn  my 
living  by  my  pen  or  lectures  but  scfar  I  hare  failed  in  both.    HovieTer  I  an  not 
one  to  give  up  the  struggle.    I  belong  to  a  race  that  or/es  its  surriral  to  its 
dogged  perseverance »  so  it  is  not  likely  that  I  will  give  up  unto  the  end. 

Speaking  of  iqy  friend  Dr.  Beckh.    He  has  done  a  lot  of  work  in 
prosonting  V.liitman  to  large  audiences  of  this  city.    V/hen  he  gets  to  America, 
which  I  hope  ho  will,  I  think  you  would  do  well  in  availing  yourself  of  his 
brilliant  talonts  and  his  knov^ledge  of  ..hitman.     I  am  sure  that  he  vfould  be 
able  to  infuse  now  life  and  a  now  tone  in  tho  efforts  of  the  vmit:nan  fellowship 
to  bring  hie  groat  work  to  his  ooimtryioon.     I  am  f,iving  Dr.  Bockh  your  address, 
so  he  can  get  in  touch  with  you  when  he  gets  to  the  States  which  may  be  next 
October.    His  range  of  knowledge  is  extraordinary.    I  know  of  no  one  in  America 
who  has  his  wide  culture  and  his  fine  vision  to  make  his  culture  aooessible  to 
large  masses  of  people.    I  am  very  keen  on  doing  what  I  can  to  get  American 
frionds  in  touch  with  Dr.  Bookh.    In  the  present  desert  of  American  Liberty  and 
radical  thought  a  man  like  Beckh  is  setdly  needed* 

How  have  you  been,  dear  friends,  and  what  is  the  Whitman  fellonr- 
ship  doing.    Please  keep  in  touch  with  me  and  write  me  at  length.    I  have  not 
lost  i^y  interest  in  the  few  good  things  that  are  being  done  in  my  eratwhilo 
ooxmtry.    Do  tell  me.

Dear  Ur.  Ellis, 

Your  kind  letter  of  Oct.  24th.,  waa  forwarded  to  m 
to  this  oity,  where  I  hare  been  ainoe  the  16th  of  Oct.,  dellTering  a  series  of 
leoturea  on  the  Russian  Draina.    I  will  repeat  -t^e  aajne  aeries  in  London  at  Keats 
House,  Hampstead,  beginning  Nov.  12th.    I  dare  not  hope  that  you  will  hare  the 
inclination  or  the  time  to  attend  some  of  the  leotures  of  interest  to  you.  But 
if  you  could  I  should  be  very  happy  indeed. 

Thank  you  so  much  for  the  kind  appraiseinent  of  iRy  "Disilluaionaaent 
in  Buaaia."    Your  kind  words  mean  very  muoh  to  me,  but  rtfi^  do  you  think  that  I 
will  not  agree  with  your  point  of  view  regarding  the  poasibilitiea  of  revolution 
to  produce  real  Anarchism.    Indeed  I  do  agree.    I  have  never,  as  far  as  I  can 
reniember,  believed  that  revolutions  will  usher  in  a  social  stmoture  which  to 
rest  upon  individual  liberty  and  vol\intary  social  cooperation.    I  DID  believe 
that  the  present  system  will  not  go  without  some  violent  upheaval*    Hot  because 
I  am  In  favour  of  violence,  but  because  old  inatitutions  have  a  tremendous  ten^ 
aoity  to  hang  on.    However,  I  have  not  thought  in  the  past  and  it  certainly 
does  not  occur  to  me  now,  that  a  violent  ohange  of  institutions  would  be  suf- 
fioient  to  usher  in  a  new  era. 

It  is  true  that       Russian  experience  has  made  me  see  what  I  did 
not  see  before,  namely  the  imperative  necessity  of  intensive  educational  work 
which  would  help  to  emancipate  people  from  their  deeprooted  fetishes  and  super- 
stitions.   iYith  many  revolutionists  I  foolishly  believed  that  the  principle 
thing  is  to  get  people  to  rise  against  the  oppressive  institutions  and  that 
everything  else  will  take  care  of  itself.     I  have  learned  since  the  fallacy  of 
this  on  the  part  of  BaJcunin,  much  aa  I  continue  to  revere  him  in  other  respects, 
that  the  "Spirit  of  Bestruotion"  also  contains  the  elemont  of  construction." 

Certainly  the  Russian  e3q>eriment  failed  to  demonstrate  this  idea. 
The  people  who  so  heroically  made  the  revolution  were  so  easily  whipped  into 
line  and  so  easily  became  submissive  of  the  communist  state  because  they  were 
taught  that  it  is  sufficient  to  raedoo  a  revolution  and  the  rest  will  follow. 
Tv7o  yoars  in  Russia  compelled  ma  to  transvalue  my  values.    I  assure  you  it  was 
not  an  »?any  task.    I  found  that  the  most  diffioult  thing  is  not  to  bear  what 
others  think  of  you  but  what  you  think  of  yourself.    Equally  difficult  is  the 
realisation  that  one  was  mistaken.    Well,  there  was  no  choice  left  except  to 
face  facts,  which  I  think  I  have  done« 

I  repeat,  I  still  believe  that  great  sooial  changes  have  not  and 
cannot  take  place  without  some  clash.    After  all,  revolutions  are  nothing  e2jSQ 
but  jbhe  breaking  point  of  aooumulated  evolutionary  foroea^.    Such  breaking  point 
is  inherent  in  nature  and  expresses  itself  through  violent  storms.    Equally  so 
the  forces  are  inherent  in  life.    Every  change  from  the  old  to  something  new 
creates  violent  upheavals  in  ^ur  being.    So  too,  such  upheavals  tflike  place  in 
the  sooial  and  economic  life  of  the  world.    But  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  amount  of  violence  in  any  revolution  will  depend  entirely  upon  the 
amount  of  preparation  on  the  part  of  the  oonflieting  forces  —  the  awunt  of 
BTOER  preparation.    By  preparation  t  mwn  the  gr^r^  otxt  of  ol^  toliits  and 
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ideas.     I  knoTT  that  that  ia  a  difficult  procosa,  and  yot  people  will  have  to 
realise  the  process  and  will  have  to  be  willing  to  go  through  it,  if  revolu- 
tions are  not  to  end,  as  they  have  in  the  past,  in  a  new  despotism,  which  out- 
tyrannizes  the  old#    I  realize  that  we  can  neither  make  nor  prevent  revolutions* 
They  are  as  inevitable  as  hurricanes.    But  at  least  we  can  prevent  endless  re- 
petition of  the  mistakes  and  cruelties  of  the  past.    In       critical  work  against 
the  present  regime  in  Russia  I  am  constantly  confronted  v/ith  the  suggestion  that 
after  all  the  Bolsheviki  are  merely  repeating  the  methods  of  the  Jacobins  and 
that  they  could  not  do  otherwise.    That  seems  em  absurd  position  to  take,  espe- 
cially on  the  part  of  people  who  proclaim  their  faith  in  progress.    I  am  never 
able  to  understand  what  they  siean  by  progress  if  they  approve  of  methods  em- 
ployed in  the  past,    ^o^me  proKress  means  a  change  not  only  in  ideas  but  also  in 
method.    Ilero  we  are,  140  years  after  the  French  Revolution,  with  advancoipents 
in  every  domain  of  hiunan  thought  and  social  affairs,  and  yet  we  have  developed 
nothing  better  than  photographic  repetition  of  the  methods  of  the  French  Revolu- 
tion.   In  faot,  we  have  to  use  on  American  expression,  "gone  the  French  Revolu- 
tion one  better."    Even  at  the  very  height  of  the  Jacobins  they  did  not  succeed 
in  ao  completely  suppressing  every  thought  and  every  breath  of  life  as  the  Bol- 
sheviki have.    I  feel  therefore  that  the  attitude  of  a  great  many  people  towards 
Russia  and  Russian  Realities  merely  demonstrates  a  great  confusion  of  mind  and 
the  urnrillingneas  or  inability  to  face  the  facts. 

Take  for  instance  the  attitude  of  the  socialist  and  trado-union 
eleiaents  in  this  country.    They  are  straining  every  nerve  to  dam  the  onrushing 
tide  of  reaction,  and  justly  ao.    Yet  these  very  saifte  people  will  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  least  criticism  of  the  terrible  reaction  in  Russia.    All  the  good 
people  like  ^r.  Shaw,  Col.  i.'edf^ov/ood,  V/ells,  Ur.  Lanabury  and  the  rest,  rushed 
to  the  defence  of  the  communists  which  is  very  commendable  of  course.    Yet  they 
keep  silenoe  on  the  cruel  facts  that  in  Russia  to-day  political  opponents  of  the 
regime  have  not  even  the  right  of  asking  to  be  released  on  surety  or  to  defend 
themselves.    Frgjikly  I  have  no  patience  with  such  inconsistencies.    I  certainly 
do  not  approve  of  the  persecution  of  communists.     But  to  protest  against  this 
and  to  keep  silent  on  a  vfrong  equally  great  if  not  greater,  since  things  done  in 
Russia  are  in  the  name  of  socialism,  to  me  is  rajik  hypocrisy. 

V^ell,  I  could  go  on  and  on,  but  I  do  not  wish  to  burden  you  with 
a  long  epistle.    I  do  however,want  you  to  loaow  that  I  an  not  foolish  enough  to 
believe  that  revolutions  at  best  will  uaher  in  Anarchism.    They  may  pave  the 
way,  but  there  will  still  be  no  end  of  ground  work  to  be  done,  before  Anarchism 
will  become  the  basis  of  individual  and  social  life.    Of  one  thing  I  am  certain, 
however,  that  no  other  theory  has  the  inherent  quality  to  establish  individual 
freedom  and  social  harmony.

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Or,  the  case  of  Rubintchik-Meyer,  the  former  manager  of 
the  "Golos-Truda"  Publishing  house  which  issues  the  works  of 
Kropotkin,  Bakunin  and  Malatesta,    He  was  first  exiled  to  Tortiak 
same  two  years  ago;  there  he  was  systematically  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  to  take  on  a  position  which  would  enable  him  to  earn 
his  living,  and  for  the  "heinous  "  crime  of  getting  in  touch  with 
the  International  Workingmens'  Association,  so  that  his  case  should 
become  know,  he  was  arrested  and  transferred  to  the  most  desolate 
spot  in  Eastern  Siberia. 

Finally,  the  case  of  Irena  Kahovskaya,  the  grand-daughter 
of  the  Decembrist  Kahovskaya  who  was  executed  in  1826  by  the 
henchmen  of  Tsar  Nicolas  I.  after  the  Decembrist  uprising.  This 
woman,  who  spent  many  years  in  exile  under  the  Tsar,  who  barely 
escaped  with  her  life  from  the  Whites,  who  was  kept  in  prison  for 
several  yearfe  by  the  present  Russian  Government,  and  who  shortly 
after  her  release  was  re^arrested  and  exiled  to  Samarkand,  Turkestan, 
With  her  are;    that  noble  heroine  and  sufferer  of  the  Russian 
Revolution  for  the  last  thirty  years  -  Maria  Spiridonova,  and  Alexandra 
Ismailovitch,  another  Revolutionary  fighter.     Both  Kahovskaya  and 
Spiridonova  are  comsumptive  and  suffer  from  a  complication  of 
diseases  due  to  scurvy  -  the  result  of  privation  and  hardships 
endured  in  Tsarist  and  Soviet  prisons.    What  possible  excuse  or 
justification  can  there  be  to  continue  the  martyrdom  of  these 
women?    However,  the  most  terriblea  aspect  in  the  continued 
persecution  of  these  people  and  of  thousands  of  others  is  that  it 
never  ends;    on  completion  of  their  terms  of  punishment,  they  are 
invariably  re-arrested  and  re-exiled,  and  the  one  great  thing  that 
alone  sustains  people  in  prison  -  hope  -  is  denied  them. 

Do  you  not  think  that  common  humanity  and  the  sense  of 
justice  (not  to  speak  of  regard  for  political  rights)  should  impel 
you  and  all  liberty- loving  men  and  women  in  the  Labour  and 
Socialist  ranks  to  raise  some  protest  against  this  crying  injustice. 
After  all,  your  protests  against  the  persecution  of  C<OTminists  in 
this  country  must  needs  fall  in  moral  effect  if  it  can  be  pointed 
out  that  you  condone-  and  silence  is  a  sign  of  consent  -  senseless 
and  cruel  persecution  of  political  opponents  in  Russia.

To  the  Editor  of  The  "DAILY  HERALD",  

In  your  issue  of  November  5th,  I  found  an  account  of  the  men 
who  have  come  forward  to  give  sureties  for  the  anrested  Communists.  It 
is  indeed  gratifying  that  there  are  still  many  public-spirited  people  y&io 
realise  the  danger  of  the  reactionary  encroachments  upon  the  few  politicals 
le-ft  in  this  country.    They  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  stand  and  so 
are  you  in  your  fight  against  the  ever-growing  reaction.    However,  there  is 
one  point  rather  puzzling  to  one  who  has  not  been  long  in  your  midst;  it  is 
this:    How  is  it  that  you  and  the  men  of  the  spirit  of  George  Bernard  Shaw, 
Brailsford,  Lansbury  and  the  rest,  who  wax  so  indignant  against  the  political, 
persecutions  in  Great  Britain  and  other  countries,  have  absolutely  nothing 
to  say  about  similar  persecutions,  often  in  a  worse  form,  in  Soviet  Husaia? 
It  c*=nnot  be  that  you  are  unaware  of  the  daily  arrests,  imprisonments  and 
exile,  often  without  trial,  of  men  and  wcsnen  whose  only  crime  is  that  they 
differ  politically  from  the  existing  regime.    Nor  can  I  imagine  people 
calling  themselves  Socialists  to  denounce  reaction  as  an  evil  in  Capitalist 
countries  and  to  consider  an  equal  evil  as  justified  and  indispensable, 
because  it  is  practised  in  the  name  of  Socialism.    Take,  for  instance,  the 
cases  of  Irena  Kakhovskaya,  the  grand-daughter  of  the  Decembrist  Kakhovsky, 
who  was  executed  in  1826  by  the  henchmen  of  Tsar  Nicolas  I.    This  woman, 
who  spent  many  years  in  exile  under  the  Tsar,  who  barely  escaped  with  her 
life  from  the  V-hites,  who  was  kept  in  prison  for  several  years  by  the 
present  Russian  Government  and  who,  shortly  after  her  release,  was  re- 
arrested and  exiled  to  Samarkand  (Turkestan).    Or  that  of  14aria  Spiridonova- 
that  ncble  heroine  and  sufferer  of  the  Russian  Revolution  for  the  last 
twenty  years  -  who  is  with  her.     Or  that  of  Alexandra  Izmailovitch,  another 
Revolutionary  fighter,  who  is  sharing  the  exile *s  lot  with  them.  Both 
Kakhovskaya  and  Spiridonova  are  consumptive  and  suffer  from  a  complication 
of  diseases  due  to  scurvy  —  the  result  of  privation  and  hardship  endured 
in  Tsarist  and  Soviet  prisons.    V»hat  possible  excuse  or  justification  can 
there  be  for  continuing  the  martyrdom  of  these  weaken?  But,  the  most 
terrible  aspect  in  the  continued  persecution  of  these  people (and  of  thousands 
of  others)  is  that  it  never  ends;     on  completion  of  their  terms  of  punishment 
they  are  invariably  re-arrested  and  re-exLled,  and  the  one  great  thing  that  ' 
alone  sustains  people  in  prison  —  hope  —  is  denied  them. 

Do  you  not  think  that  common  humanity  and  the  sense  of  justice 
(not  to  speak  of  regard  for  political  rights)  should  impel  you  and  all 
liberty-loving  men  and  women  in  the  Labour  and  Socialist  ranks  to  raise 
some  protest  against  this  crying  injustice?    After  all,  your  protests  against 
the  persecution  of  Communists  in  this  country  must  needs  fail  in  moral 
effect  if  it  can  be  pointed  out  that  you  condone  —  and  silence  is  a  sign 
of  consent  —  senseless  and  camel  persecution  of  political  opponents  in 
Russia,

Dear  Dr.  Wicksel, 

I  was  glad  of  your  letter  of  November  18th.    And  so  you  think  I 
am  an  impatient  person.    Well  perhaps  people  yho  have  felt  "^^J^^^JV 
the  intensity  of  their  nature  have  ever  been  impatient,  or  rather  have  been 
considered  impatient  by  those  whose  idealism,  while  equally  sincere,  are  yet  of 
TLre  reasonable  attitude  of  mind,  but  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  you  are 
mistaken.    I  hare  shown  no  impatience  to  the  Russian  situation.    The  fact  that 
I  was  nearly  two  years  before  I  decided  to  make  a  stand  on  things  as  I  found 
them  should  prove  that  I  was  neither  impatient  nor  hasty.  ^^V^^'it^-^itrvA^ 
lack  of  patience  is  a  point  of  view,  and  it  would  be  uselesfl  to  argue  with  you 

on  the  matter. 

You  tell  me  that  after  you  read  ray  book,  you  have  not  lost  faith 
«ln  a  real  nation  growing  out  of  the  people  of  Russia."    Vihat  makes  you  think 
th^t  I  wanted       book  to  rob  you  of  that  faith?    I  believe  "  i?^^"^!^^  ^S^.^^' 
vently  in  the  Ihissian  people  as  you  and  perhaps  niore  beoauW  I  tao».  them  better. 
I  am  sure  that  the  Russian  people  will  come  out  on  top  and  that  tl«»y 
the  world  their  liaitleas  posaibilities.  but  the  only  differenoe  between  you  and 
your  friendB  and  nyself  is  that  you  go  on  confusing  the  present  machine  of 
Russia  with  the  Russian  people.    Yet  the  two  are  even  more  widely  f^P^^-J«^ 
the  A^nerican  machine  and  the  American  people.    A  people  held  down  by  institu- 
tion of  Ehastly  terror  by  an  army  and  by  complete  disillusionment  m  the  ideal 
wi  ch  Lf  cSied  them  through^at  heights  during  the  Busman  ^^-ol^f  J" 
have  no  shar«  in  the  things  that  are  being  done  in  Ruasia  today,  things  done  in 
the  name  of  the  people  but  with  which  the  people  have  no  connection  ^ha*«ver. 
I  realise  that  it  takes  superstition  a  long  time  to  outlive  itself,  so  I  have 
not  in  the  least  lost  heart  because  the  superstition  tenaciously  held  on  to  by 
Jourself  and  others,  to  wit,  that  the  Coimnunist  State  is  voicing  the  needs  of 
?Se  £ssiaS  people  -  still  Continues.    I  am  sure  that  the  ti^ne  is  coming  when 
vm,    dear  friend   will  see  as  I  have  seen  in  1920  and  21  that  there  is  a  gap 
Ll^eertheCsian  masses  and  the  forces  that  have  crushed  the  Russian  Re  volu- 
tin.   You  will  then  realise,  as  I  do.  that  if  the  people  of  Russia  ^ilj  °o°e 
out  "a  real  nation"  it  will  be  in  spite  of.  and  not  because  of,  the  ruling  party 
XX  iJ  To^er^n  Russia,  but  my  book'has  said  all  that  so  there  is  no  use  going 
?nto  the  same  matter  over  and  over  again.    It  is  difficult  to  give  up  a  ohe^ 
ished  belief,  so  though  you  consider  me  "impatient"  X  am      ^'^^l"?  P^*^*^* 
e^ough^th  ihose  of  %f  friends  who  caimot  separate  themselves  from  their  iUu- 
sion  in  regard  to  the  events  in  Russia, 

I  am  sending  you  under  separate  cover  two  of  ray  articles  "A3ERICA 
BY  COJ.iPARIS01l"  and  "EXFERBaElITAL  EDUCATION  IH  CERLIANY."    I  "hould  be  very  glad 
if  you  could  place  them.    The  struggle  here  to  adjust  iryself  and  to  natal  a  llt^ 
Ing^s  sometimes  seemed  beyond       strength.    Still  I  aa  hopef«l.«iat  ««nt«al- 
ly  I  will  become  sufficiently  knoro  in  this  country  to  oontina.  the  work 
arbitrarily  stopped  in  Anerioa  eij^ht  years  ago. 
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I  can  sorry  to  hear  about  Mrs  Traubel.    Has  she  been  in  bad  health^ 
By  the  way,  I  don't  know  whether  I  will  ever  get  the  leisure  to  write  ny  auto- 
biography.   I  would  need  two  years  for  it  and  be  free  from  the  nerveraking  worry 
of  making  a  living  to  do  such  a  work  well.    But  whenever  I  do  it,  I  will  want  to 
include       friendship  with  Traubel.    Could  you  supply  me  with  the  material  about 
him?    I  will  be  very  grateful  for  it.    Also  I  shall  want  material  on  the  v;hitman 
Fellowship.    I  have  nothing,  since  all       stuff,  manuscripts,  documents,  papers 
etc  were  all  taken  avmy  in  the  raid  and  never  returned.    Naturally,  I  shall 
want  to  write  about  all  the  movements  and  affairs  that  I  had  some  connection 
with.     I  want  my  auto-biography  to  include  all  the  important  events  in  the  U.S. 
during       life  there.    Could  you  help  me  in  that?    I  mean,  get  me  the  material 
on  V/hitman,  or  rather  the  Fellowship,  Traubel  and  any  other  matters  you  might 
think  of.    I  an  trying  to  get  some  publisher  who  would  advance  »  enough  money 
to  live  for  two  years.    I  am  sure       auto-biography  would  sell,  do  you  not  think 
so?    But  unless  I  can  get  some  backing  for  it  I  will  not  be  able  to  write  a  work 
as  it  should  be  written,  and  I  do  not  care  to  give  anything  slipshofc.

Dear  Friend. 

Your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.  with  05  bill  inclosed  reached  me 
safely.    I  wonder  why  you  did  not  send  to  W.  Y.  for  "The  Ifyth."    But  it  is  al- 
right.   I  mailed  it  to  you  together  with  the  "Anti-Cliaaax"  last  Tuesday. 

Last  week  I  wrote  you  and  sent  tv;o  of       articles  "America  by 
Comparition"  and  "Educational  Experiments  in  Germany."     I  hope  that  you  may  be 
able  to  place  thera.     I  need  to  earn  money  desperately.     I  have  tried  and  tried 
to  support  myself  through  lectures.    But  those  that  paid  are  from  Playgoers 
Societies  and  I  was  able  to  get  only  very  few  to  book  mo.    The  others,  indep- 
endently arranged  just  about  paid  expenses,    I  believe  I  already  wrote  you  that 
English  people  hate  to  pay  admission  for  lectures.    If  they  attend  them  at  all 
it  is  when  they  are  arranged  by  their  clubs,  organizations  or  society.  They 
pay  their  dues  and  attend  lectures  free.    V/ell,  so  far  I  have  not  succeeded  in 
organizing  such  a  society,  therefore  my  own  lectures  were  very  poorly  attended. 
On  the  other  hand,  I  applied  to  the  Playgoors  societies  too  late  to  be  put  on 
their  schedule.    They  have  the  habit  of  arranging  their  dates  for  the  whole 
year  in  the  very  beginning  of  the  year. 

However,  tho  societies  I  have  lectured  for  are  all  very  pleased 
and  have  asked  me  for  dates  for  next  Autumn.    Alas,  that  is  a  long  way  off. 
But  it  takes  several  years  to  become  knovm  in  a  strange  land.    So  I  eun  not  com- 
plaining or  discouraged.    I  am  merely  telling  you  how  much  it  would  help  me  if 
my  articles  could  be  placed.

So  what  woujd 
be  the  use?    But  why  only  articles  on  Russia?  not  on  British  subjects? 

Perhaps  you  coul(^t)rae  of  the  papers  to  tell  you  whether  they  would  like  soma- 
thing  about  England.    Anyway,  do  what  you  can  and  let  mo  know  tho  result. 

Sunday  I  leqve  for  the  South  of  France.    I  am  to  be  the  guest  of 
Frank  and  Mrs  Harris  who  live  in  Nice.    Perhaps  you  will  wonder  how  I  can  trav- 
el, if  ajy  meetings  did  not  pay.    I  will  explain.    The  cost  of  living  in  England 
is  so  high  that  unless  I  do  go  away  to  France  for  two  months  I  would  have  to 
borrow  some  money  until  my  new  series  of  lectures  begin  in  Varch.    To  avoid 
making  debts  I  am  going  avmy,  giving  up  my  room  and  eoonon^zing  in  other  ways. 
Besides,  I  will  bo  tho  guost  of  the  Harrises  for  a  month,  that  will  not  cost  zoo 
anything.    After  that  I  will  go  to  Paris  where  I  can  live  cheaply  for  a  month 
and  prepare       series  on  Ibsen  and  the  others  I  am  to  deliver  in  IJIaroh  and 
April.    So  you  see  dear  Friend  how  it  is  with  ms,  a  desperate,  heart  breaking 
struggle.    But  J  am  not  one  to  despair  easily.    I  only  grow  very  tired  some 
times.    I  am  unusxtally  tired  now  because  I  caught  a  severe  cold  on  chest 
which  helped  to.pull  mo  down  a  bit.    I  am  glad  therefore  to  get  away  from  this 
awful  climate  to  the  South  of  France,  to  siuishine  and  warm  hearted,  generous 
friends. 
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I  should  like  to  hear  from  you.    The  best  way  to  write  ae  would  be

Sinoe  iry  r.'tum  ther^j  have  been  illness  and  death 
in  our  family  and  my  office  work  has  in  coneeciuence  been  subjected  to 
enforced  ne:^leat,  and  this  will  uccount  for  my  belated  acknowledgment 
of  your  kindness. 

In  answer  to  your  inquiry  I  should  be  c^sid  to  have  any  further 
articles  or  letterd  you  may  receive  from  lima  Goldmn  and  are  disposed 
to  let  me  have. 

I   took  this  corr eapondenci  home  Ai^r.  me  that  I  .'r.i  ht  give  it 
careful  reading,  whi^h  I  have  dune,  and  I  now  beg  to  write  you  briefly 
in  answer.     First  of  aj-l  let  me  say  that  I  have  always  had  the  high- 
eat  personal  regard  for  Emma  Goldman  -vhose  hi  rh  ability  no  one  who 
knows  her  can  fail  to  rec^: rrr.ize,  and  I  havt3  always  had  perfect  faith 
in  her  integrity  as  a  ljad,'r  *n  the  revolutionary  movement  of  the 
working  class.     I  am  not  an  aiutrc/iist  but  I  have  sufficient  aenee 
of  decency  and  breadth  of  vision  to  recognize  all  those  who  are  con- 
aolentlously  sarvlnrr  the  proletari=i.n  cause  according  to  their  light, 
and  giving  them  credit  arcordingly. 

During  all  her  years  of  ser-'ice  in  this  c  untry,  Kmma  Goldman 
stood  staunchly  always  on  the  side  of  the  8trug??ling  workers  in  every 
battle  and  for  this  she  was  hated,  feared  and     ersecuted  by  the  ex- 
ploiting capitalists,   their  prostituted  newspaper  scribblers,  their 
toola  in  public  office,  and  all  the  rest  of  their  minions  and  meroe- 
nariea. 

I  blush  to  think  of  the  brut.il  and  shameless  manner  in  which 
this  great  soul,  thi'3  self-sacrificing  woman  was  treated  by  the  United 
States  government.     Her  farcical  trial  and  her  cruel  deportation  will 
leave  an  indelible  ^lot  on  the  ra.ies  of  American  history.     I  protested

I  have  protested  against  t'lis  in  various 
ways  and  shall  continue  to  do  so  as  1 -ng  as  this  pernloious  policy

There  are  today  thrasrinds  of  msn  and    um-m  in  Russian  prisons  or  exile, 
undergoing  the  iriost  fiendish  torture,  wh6  were  brave  fighters  in  the 
revolution  which  ov:^rthrew  the  Czar,  many  of  whom  kn^w  tho  inside  of 
prisons  for  their  opposition  to  he  Czar  and  their  loyal  devotion  to 
the  people.     All  this   is  so  well  /:nown  that   the  "-onder  to  me  is  that 
this  cruel  and  r  ipr  eh  ^^:si"ble  roluy  of  the  So  vi-t  government  has  not 
long  since  been  abandoned,  not  only  in  ::ommon  decency  and  humanity, 
but  for  the  sake  and  to  the  credit  and  advanta.-^e  of  the  government  it- 
self. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  reasons  is  the  unfair  suppre^osion  of  truthful 
reports  of  conditions,  as  in  the  case  cf  Miss  Goldman,   who  at  least  In 
England,  where  fr-sedam  of  opinion  and  expression  is  supposed  to  ba  most 
advanced,  rright  have  expected  a  fair  hearing  in  the  interest  of  truth 
and  underst-indm  ,  ana  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.

S#  if  it  la  any  concolation  to  you  1  mat  you  to  know  that 
all  my  correspondents  had  to  be  satisfied  with  post acrds  I 
wrote  nothing  else. 

You  see  dear  Ben,  It  was  my  first  real  hollc 
day  aa  far  as  I  could  renenber,  a  beautiful  home,  the  most  / 
tender  care  and  affectionate  attention,  equlsit  food,  wonderf/^A' 
intellectual  stimuli^  and    no  care  whatever.  1  never  had  such 
a  month  before.  The  result  was  I  Just  jave  myself  over  to  it 
entirely.  That  does  not  mean  that  I  forgot  my  friends.  Indeed 
not,  only  I  knew  they  would  understand  if  I  failed  to  write 
thea  for  a  while. 

Alas,  the  Joy  came  to  a  stop,  I  had  to  leave 
for  Paris.  In  fact  I  came  away  from  Nlse  a  week  earlier  than 
I  expected.  I  came  to  represent  Prank  Karris  in  a  matter  whica 
will  prove  of  great  Importance  in  helping  tpot    expose  the 
I  tali  en  Dictator  as  nothing  else  did.  Some  documents  which 
Frank  learned  about  and  which  had  to  be  looked  Into.  So  far 
nothing  has  come  of  the  matter  becaise  the  people  who  have  tki^^ 
material  want  a  terrific  price  for  it  which  the  N,  Y,  World 
ia  unwilling  to  pay  I  hope  though  the  affair  may  come  to 
a  close  before  I  leave  Paris  which  has  to  be  at  the  end  of 
this  month,  "eanhwlle  the  business  kept  me  on  the  run  for  near 
two  weeks*  Then  I  had  to  begin  reading  up  some  stuff  on  Ibsen 
in  the  librarie  Natlonale,  a  rotten  place  to  locate  anything 
I  have  been  busy  with  that.  And  so  the  days  go.  Fact  is  I 
have  seen  very  little  of  Paris  this  time  and  do  not  think 
I  will  have  enough  time  left  to  see  much.  I  remained  here 
really  because  one  can  live  cheaper  than  in  London.  Well,  It 
does  not  matter,  Just  the  atnosphere  in  Paris  Is  already  re 
Jumlnatlng.  I  know  of  no  City  I  love  so  much  as  this  place, 
let  the  French  are  anything  but  sympathetic.  They  are  a  crude 
people,  terribly  provincial  and  absolutely  ignorant  of  the 
achievanents  of  other  nations,  egotistically  sufficient  unto 
them  selves*  But  withall  that,  Paris  has  the  freest  <ap«-t  and  j 
the  most  artistic  atmosnhere,  a  devil  donU  care  approach  to 
lire.

However,  I  am  returning  to  Paris  in  May.  I 
simply  can  not  face  another  summer  in  London.

I* ear  Lady  Astor*  I  can  not  tell  you  how  encouraged  I  feel 
"by  your  fine  human  spirit  and  your  splendid  energy.  For 
twenty  months  I  have  SGarol^d  high  and  low  in  this  country 
to  find  one  human  being  y^^sPle  not  so  utterly  absorbed  in 
his  or  her  own  particular  fad  as  to  exclude  human  sympathy 
with  the  martyred  people  of  Russia.  But  there  was  no  res 
ponce, and  I  was  about  to  leave  England  in  despairt  But 
now  that  you  have  beccnne  interested  you  have  really  put 
new  hope  into  me  in  regard  to  my  mission  of  the  hapless 
wpmen  and  children  in  Russia  and  I  ^thank  you  deeply  for 
it.    Wg^htever  will  come  of  the  lun<i^n  you  are  arranging, 
whether  the  TOmen  will  respond  or  not,  the  fact  that  you 
are  willing  to  help  is  already  an  inspiration  to  me. 

Now  atoul   th'>  p^pOB^^aterial  on  the  destitute 
children.  As  T  told  you,  last  year  I  tried  my  utmost  to 
interest  women,  I  failed.  And  as  the  question  of  my  lively 
hood  in  this  cguntry  was  g^&ing  very  accute  I  was  com 
pelled  to  give  ithe  effort.  That  means  I  did  not  follow  up 
the  Soviet  press  on  the  issue  of  the  children  since  last 
year,  but  T  know  that  the  Soviet  papers  are  Tull  of  it* 
Only  recently  I  got  two  reticles  deiicriblng  the  conditions 
that  gave  rae  several  sleepless  nights.  In  order  then  to 
prepare  something  up  to  date  and  authentic  I  would  have 
to  go  through  the  files  of  the  Soviet  press  for  the  last 
year,  or  rather  I  v/ould  have  to  put  someone  at  work  to  do  tte- 
the  Job  as  I  can  not  possibly  devote  all  my  time  to  the 
mere\  technical  side  of  the  project,  ^f^as  you  saidyyou  vrant 
the  largest  part  of  the  raatei'ial.  It  would  be  luposQjlb^e  to 
have  all  ready  and  published  until  the  end  of  July^^Tfftist 
be  ready  before  you  sail  for  America,  it  is  Important  that 
I  get  someone  at  once  to  start  the  research  work  in  the 
Soviet  papers.   I  know  two  people  in  Pr.rlr.  -vho  happen  to 
be  out  of  work  and  are  competant  to  -  o  the  Job  with  great 
thoroughness  and  devotion.  But  T  can  not  do  so  until  I 
have  seen  you  again  and  we  have  talked  over  the  actual 
expence  of  the  undertaking. 

Th<.„\?  is  another  thing,  my  lectures  on 
The  Russian  drama  delivered  in  England  are  to  be  published 
in  bookfom.  I  liave  promised  to  prepare  my  notes  into 
a  Mes,  this  sujn:aer.
